•wrote something of my impressions, and 
last week I was a visitor at the San 
Diego Expositon in company with 
the 
members of the Southern California Edi­ 
torial 
Association. 
Both 
fairs 
are 
equally enjoyable and wonderful, 
but 
in different ways. 


San Francisco has succeeded in rep 
Tescnting 
the world. 
Han 
Diego 
has 
concentrated much more on the things 
that belong exclusively to this state 
to the warm 
semi-tropic 
countries—it 
shows that California is indeed a ter­ 
restrial paradise, i s its name 
compos 
itoly implies. 
They make you feel at 
home 
at the Han Francisco fair, 
but 
you 
automatically 
and 
unconsciously 
feel 
at home at the San Diego 
fair. 
"Whatever part of the globe you come 
from, there iB something to interest you 
and awaken home memories at the San 
Francisco fair, while at San Diego the 
Californian feels that he is surrounded 
b y home folks and home things, and 
the tourist is given a liberal education 
in what is possible to do.and what has 
been done in this state so richly en­ 
dowed b y Providence. 


Therefore, I say to you—go to tho 
San Diego fair with the idea of seeing 
California in the miniature.

This structure is one thousand 
ten feet long, rising from a pool one 
hundred thirty-five feet below, and is 
the first reinforced concrete viaduct of 
the cantilever 
unit 
type 
which has 
been built. 
From the parapets can be 
obtained a good idea of the extraordi­ 
nary planting which constitutes one of 
the most important features of the Ex­ 
position Beautiful. 
A t 
the 
far side, 
just beyond the Administration 
Build­ 
ing, is the great stone gateway 
which 
is copied after the portals of numerous 
cities in Old and N e w Spain. 


El Prado, the main street of the Ex­ 
position, • is 
a 
continuation

and 
into the Plaza de P a n a m a ; thence, on 
to the east and to the point where the 
visitors coming b y the south gate must 
enter. 


H O W TO S E E T H E GROUNDS. 
H e would suggest that the first trip 
through the Exposition be devoted not 
so much to a visit of the 
individual 
buildings and the study of the interest­ 
ing exhibits, as to a tour which enables 
the visitor to get a good idea of the 
broader features of the Exposition and 
grounds. 
Thus, after one is well within 
the stone gateway, and has noted cas­ 
ually the dominant types of 
architec­ 
ture at either side, the cathedral type, 
as demonstrated in the California State 
Building to the left, and the old mission 
type, as demonstrated in the Fine Arts 
Building at the right, the trip should be 
continued through 
the 
opposite arch 
and for a f e w feet along the 
cloister 
at the south side of the Prado. 
Here 
lit the right comes a succession of six 
steps, leading 
upward and 
into 
Los 
.Tardines 
de 
Montezuma 
(Garden of 
Montezuma) 
which 
lies

Building. 
The garden is surrounded b y 
a great succession of tho bronze lamps

Still bearing to the right} the visitor 
comes to a g a t e w a y partially concealed 
b y the shrubbery, and pases down four 
stops to a calcado, or foot path, which 
skirts tho ridge forming the Canon Ga- 
brillo.

ing and bizarre. 
Tho warmth of color 
is toned by masses of growing things, 
climbing vines everywhere that seem to 
have been there for many years instead 
of but a year or so. 
Tho natural can 
yons and arroyos 
over and 
through 
which tho grounds are built, have been 
taken advantage of for tho assembling 
of 
tropical 
and 
semi-tropical 
plants 
Ono might easily and profitably spend 
a month studying the varioim beauti 
fying plants and shrubs of 
California. 
If 
these California 
and South 
Ameri­ 
can horticultural displays wore oxhibit- 
od at an eastern fair it would be from 
under glass, and would necessarily 
bo 
restricted in umount. 


Tho buildings everywhere have

chaste and simple beauty. 
Every hint 
of any modern vulgarity has been sup- 
prosed.

J. H. Matthews, father of the editor

battle of Ypres, he sent a postal card here, saying that he had come out of the 
flght unhurt. 
He wrote to his father In Canada, graphically* describing that 
terrific engagement. 
He went into battle again, and is now listed among the 
thousands and thousands of dsad that this horrible war has demanded as toll. 


And the coming of this telegram brings a choke in the throat, not only 
for the splendid boy who gave his life that his nation might live, but for the 
Innumerable company of fathers and mothers all over this great globe who 
are receiving those laconic messages—Killed in Action. 


These combined heartaches must surely reach the throne of God. 
The 
human mind 1B dulled by the enormity of the sacrifice, even while the heart is 
thrilled by that marvelous exaltation—he died for his country.

COMES IN SEPTEMBER.

Tho furtherance of naviga­ 
tion by means of inland waterways and 
tho improvement of harbors and the 
investigation^ co-ordination and promo­ 
tion of navigation, water storage, flood 
control, irrigation, drainage, reclama­ 
tion, and kindred subjects, all being re­ 
lated or incidental to the' primary pur­ 
poses of inland waterways navigation, 
and harbor improvements."

Gabriel valley.

FROM LIBBY TO LIBERTY 


CAPTAIN J. M. WELLS' NARRA- 
TIVE OF HIS ESCAPE PROM THE 
FAMOUS 
LIBBY 
PRISON AT 
RICHMOND DURING THE OIVTL 
WAR. 


Captain 
J. M. Wells, 
w h o was a 
speaker at tlio Memorial Day exercises 
in Oakdnlc cemetery, between 
Covina 
and Glendora this week, and who told 
the thrilling story of his escape 
from 
Libby prison b y tunnelling, has writ­ 
ten a book 
entitled " W i t h 
Touch of 
E l b o w " , 
which 
devotes several 
chap­ 
ters t o this 
unique 
feat, and which 
tells the story 
practically as he mig­ 
rated it in the cemetery. 
The book is 
in the Covina Public library. 
Extracts 
from this story of the escape are ns 
follows: 


A compact association, consisting of 
fifteen men was formed, and tunneling 
was 
finally 
decide upon. 
An effort to 
get out through a large 
sewer w a s 
abandoned after a large amount of la­ 
bor. I t was then determined to begin 
in tho basement 
under the east end 
of tho building, a place familiarly des­ 
ignated as the " r a t h e l l " and tunnel 
eastward, coming out under a carriage 
shed attached to a large 
building on 
the opposite side of the street. 
Prom 
this point the escaping prisoners could 
lie screened from 
observation b y the 
guards behind a high board fence ex­ 
tending from the ground to the roof 
of tho shed, until they found it safe 
to 
emerge. 
Tho 
tunnel w a s to run 
under a short 
cross street. 
But how 
w a s tho cellar, which was to form tho 
base of all tunneling operations, to be 
reached f 


It w a s finally dotorminod to go be­ 
hind one of the stoves in one of the 
fireplaces, and taking out bricks in the 
center, follow the partition wall down 
below the floor on which the cook and 
hospital rooms were located, and then 
break through the wall into tjho cellar, 
thus escaping observation 
from 
every 
quarter. 
This was successfully accom­ 
plished. 
Major A, O. Hamilton of the 
11th Kontucky Cavalry was the author 
of this 
plan, whilo Thomas 13. Rose, 
late of tho 10th U. S. Infantry, 
then 
Colonel of tho 77th Pennsylvania Vol­ 
unteers, w a s the chief engineer of tun- 
noling, tho loader of tho entire enter­ 
prise. 
Ho waB also first to make the 
exit through the tunnel, having 
gone, 
out tho night boforo tho escapo to re- 
connoiter. 
And at last,, by tho irony 
of 
fate, whon tho 109 men had gone 
out, ho w a s among tho recaptured pris­ 
oners to bo brought back and placed 
in solitary confinement, on a diot of 
moal and water. 


Beginning In tho fireplaco, tho bricks 
w o r e romovod from tho center of the 
wall, to inako an opening wido enough 
to admit a man's body. 
The work was 
all 
accomplished 
at 
night. 
After 
" l i g h t s o u t " at nine o'clock, whon all 
tho men woro 
supposed to bo Jying 
down, two m e n , having first quietly re­ 
moved tho bricks, would go down and 
take turns with ouch other in digging 
In tho meantimo two or threo 
others 
would 
remain on watch in different 
parts of tho prison. 
At tho approach 
of day tho bricks wore 
carefully re 
placed and covered ovor with soot and 
dirt. 
This operation was repeated each 
night for over seven weeks. 


The 
authorities 
made 
regular 
tours 
through tho prison 
each 
day, while 
hundreds of 
prisoners 
were 
in this 
room and about these stoves, engaged 
in cooking 
through the tiny, and y e t 
not 
more 
than twenty or twenty-live 
men 
know of tho work 
until it was 
nearly accomplished. 
From the bottom 
of the cellar an opening w a s mado 
through tho stone 
wall 
some four or 
five 
foot thick, and then tho work of 
excavating was 
begun. 
Clam 
shells 
and 
ease

tools used. 
With these tools a tunnel 
sixteen inches 
in diameter, 
eight or 
nine foot 
below tho 
surface 
of tho 
ground and about sixt^ foot long, was 
dug. 
Difficulty in removing tho dirt 
was experienced. 
A spitton from one 
of the rooms above, a box about eight 
inches square and live inches deep was 
taken into tho cellar, nnd tho man dig­ 
ging inside would pull tho box In by 
means of a cord, and after 
filling it 
with dirt it would V-e pulled out. B y ! 
this wearisome process the whole mass 
of 
dirt was removed. 
The back end 
of the cellar was not used by the au­ 
thorities, and was seldom invaded by 
anything except rats. It was filled sev

ary, 1864, about two hundred men, who. 
had at this time been taken into the 
secret, were assembled in the cook room 
after nine o'clock, 
ready to take the 
desperate chance. 
This was a trying 
moment. The digging of the tunnel had 
been a gigantic undertaking, accompa­ 
nied by great anxiety, hardship and pri­ 
vation. 
Some 
fifteen or twenty had 
gone down through the hole in the wall, 
nnd m y turn had just come, when a 
noise at the outside door caused a re­ 
port to bo circulated that those who 
had already passed through the tunnel 
had been captured, and that the guards 
were coming in to take the whole party 
in arrest. 
This caused a general stam­ 
pede, across the room, a distance of 
110 feet to the stairway in the corner 
leading up to the rooms where the pris­ 
oners belonged. 
M y partner, who was 
equiped with a haversack containing a 
scanty supply of provisions, was among 
this number. I went down through the 
hole in the wall without any thought 
of the obligation I was under for six 
months board and 
lodging 
with tho 
Confederacy. 


On reaching the tunnel I found Lieu­ 
tenant 
White of Erie, 
Pennsylvania, 
just going in. H e said that he' would 
wait for me outside. 
I remained at 
the 
opening 
until ho had made his 
w a y through, for it was dangerous for 
more than one person t o enter the tun­ 
nel on "account of foul air. I was soon 
through, dragging m y overcoat on m y 
logs bohind me. I found that 
White 
had gone and I was alone. I breathed 
the fresh air for the first time in six 
months.

When the tunnel hud reached a dis­ 
tance of twenty 
feet, the air became 
so foul that one man had to fan the 


From the shed, w e had to pass 
through a gate which opened on Canal 
street. 
Along this treet, to within ten 
steps of the gate, a sentinel 
walked, 
who on reaching the gate would face 
about and walk forty paces the other 
way. 
Taking advantage of tho time 
when his back was turned, I emerged 
from the shed. Tho alarm which caused 
the 
prisoners to stampede 
from t h e 
cook room in tho prison proved to bo a 
false one. 


Watching my opportunity, I slipped 
out in tho manner just described and 
walked two squares eastward on Canal 
street. I wanted to place the Chicka- 
hominy river 
between me and Rich­ 
mond, which w a s six miles distant, i n 
order t o baffle any dogs which 
they 
might use. 
For more than" an hour I 
felt my w a y along, mostly on m y hands 
and 
kneos, and this brought m e out 
on an open plain, far beyond the city 
and its defenses. 
Coming to a thicket 
of low brush on low bottom land, cov 
ored hore and there with water, I be 
lioved myself to be near the Chicka- 
hominy river. 
To test 
this 
fact I 
crawled out on some 
flood wood and 
throw a pieco of bark into the stream. 
I had tho ploasuro of sooing the bark 
floating down stream and in a few min 
utoB I proceeded to place the river bo- 
twoon mo and Richmond. 


A s daylight came on I could hear the 
voices 
of 
Confederate 
soldiers en 
camped 
nearly a half? milo away. 
A 
company of cavalry was in pursuit of 
the escaped prisoners. 


Night coming on ngnin I heard voices 
and footsteps, and thought I was about 
to 1)0 discovered, when into plain sight 
came two escaped 
prisoners, 
Randall 
nnd 
McCain. 
Wo now traveled to­ 
gether, and once or twice during the 
week obtained food from negroes. 


Our objective point was Yorktown or 
Williamsburg, tho nearest station occu­ 
pied by our troops. 
Wo had already 
had an experience 
with 
Confederate 
cavalry and had no wish to repeat it, 
nnd on hearing a detachment of cavalry 
coming wo secreted 
ourselves b y tho 
side of tho road. 
Tho situation was 
anything but pleasant. 
Tho cold, freez­ 
ing rain was coming down. 
The main 
column had passed, and the roar guard 
were in front of us. 
We could endure 
the suspense no longer, and resolved to 
hull thorn. 
A s quick as thought the 
squad wheeled and drew their pistols, 
domanding at tho same time for our 
immediate surrender. 
W e threw up our 
hands and surrendered. 
It proved to 
bo a detachment of tho 11th Pennsyl­ 
vania 
Cavalry, 
sent out as a rescue 
party to pick up tho escaped prisoners 
nnd bring them to t h e Federal 
lines. 
It appeals that some of the prisoners 
were so fortunate as to roach tho Fed- 
oral lines several days before that, and 
telling that a large number of Union 
escapes 
were 
hiding in the swamps.

REPORT FINE SEASON. 


A more than encouraging report of 
the local lemon crop comes from G. I. 
Lytle of Golden Acres ranch this week, 
in which ho says that he has sent 8,023 
boxes of lemons to the San Dimas Lem­ 
on Association in tlje last throo 
pick­ 
ings of March, April and May. The 
fruit has brought an average of $1.25 
per packed box to the grower. 


For March he sent 2,387 boxes; for 
April 2,508 and for May, 3,728 boxes. 
Tho fruit 
was picked from 15 acres. 
The 
owner 
says 
that the trees 
have 
fuly recovered from the ill effects of 
the big freeze and never looked health­ 
ier than they do at the present time. 


An innovation in the method of ship­ 
ping has been mado this spring, which 
Mr. Lytle says has proved a fine thing 
for tho lemon-growers in his district. 
Tho Pacific Electric has put in a spur 
track east of Coviuu near (Irani ave­ 


nue, 
and tho lemons nro 
loaded on 
freight cars at this point instead of be­ 
ing 
hauled b y wagon to San Dimas. 
Several big lemon growers, 
including 
A. P. Kerckhoff, H. Temple and Mr. 
Lytle, are using this 
method of get­ 
ting tho fruit to the packing house.

General Superintendent W. H. Wha- 
len of the Southern Pacific Company, 
Los Angeles division, was a visitor at 
the Covina Union High school Thurs­ 
day afternoon, accompanied by General 
Freight Agent M. L. Ryder and secre­ 
tary, and Covina ageiA, Dan Schenck. 


Mr. Whalen and his party was en­ 
gaged in following out a systematic 
plan of "safety first" education, and 
this includes the visiting of all the 
schools in Los Angeles county. 


Among the facts presented by the 
general superintendent, was that the 
Southern Pacific Company has traversed 
eight billion pasenger miles since 1908, 
and in that time not a single passenger 
has been killed. 
In thirty years he 
says that the deathlist 
among tres­ 
passers on the right-of-way has boon 
80, 333 on all the lines of American 
railroads. 
The killed and maimed in 
this time has been 94,440, and separate 
from this there have been 36,276 hoboes 
.killed while riding breakbeams or walk­ 
ing the track. 
In the list there are 
25,000 who were less than 
eighteen 
years old. 


Superintendent Whalen said that ac­ 
cidents at intersections with roads in 
California are more frequent in the 
State of California than anywhere else 
in the world. 
ThiB is due, he said, to 
the careless and swift driving, and to 
the large amount of gTade crossings. 
During the last five years the Espee 
company has expended $156,000 in the 
elimination of grade crossings in the 
Los Angeles division. 
The entire sys­ 
tem has expended 3,500,000 for safety 
first devices and the elimination of 
grade crossings. 
Nothing but steel cars 
have been purchased by the Espee since 
1906. 
The steel cars now comprise 46 
percent of the entire roling stock.
